Yesterday in an articlo under Ibis 
heading we roferrcd to the fact that 
one result of the present iitjitatlon 
•would be that uiiiuy tbou.sunds ai per- 
sons in uU partKof'lho world would be- 
come intinmteh' aaiuaintud \s-ith Brit- 
ish Columbia and her natural capabili- 
ties. This. country, in point of fact, is 
being extensively advortisod by the 
press of all nations and writers arc 
furbishing thoir g,;ograi)liic.il know- 
ledge so that tbtiy may di.sfourso lo;irn- 
edly upon the situation, climate nnd re- 
sources of the Pacific province wliicli, 
by the way, is in anything; bub a pacific 
frame of mind nt jiresent. A very late 
number of //Ojui <ni(i U'ntrr contains a 
letter from the pen of A. Hkuiaudsox, 
Esq., ft former resident of British (Col- 
umbia, and now a resident of San 
Fr.incisco. Mr. ElOllAEDSOS com- 
inonces his letter with the statement 
that there was an undei'curront of hope 
insonio minds that the syndicate scheme 
would fail through, 

" Ami tb.at as a oon.sequenco the build- 
ing of the road would be poatponod or ad- 
vanced 80 slowly ag to give the trans-con- 
tinontal lines of this country many more 
years of undisturbed possession of the 
monopoly of the carrying trade, and, in 
addition' to this, pennit the United States 
through tlioso linoa, to bo the only coun- 
try able to hold out induoeuiunta to act- 
tiers coming West. The Cau-uliau Pacitic 
llailroad will disturb this harnmnious 
monopoly. It will, when completed, com- 
poto.fo.r. the. overland traffic and put Brit- 
lsli,^ojrtli ^inat:lca in a poaition to oiler 
\o Bottlers liotter — or if not bettor, asgood 
— grain and grazing land as the bo.'^t land 
in the United States. It is the know- 
ledge of tlieao facts that has caused the 
people of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
to view with such concern the pcsaibili- 
ties of a rapid completion of the Canadian 
road. Deeper thinkers take even a more 
extended view of the question, and ask 
themselves how long it will bo before 
British Nortli America, with its territory 
greater than that of the United States, 
will bo an oven competitor with the latter 
for the trade . of the world. And the 
question is fully justified when one recol- 
lects the immense resources of the British 
half of this continent. Those who know 
that country from cast to west from hav- 
ing travelled over it, know that the no.xt 
quarter of a century — the Trunk line be- 
■ing, oprtpleted, and branch linos stretch- 
■"ing otit' fi-bin it in different directions on 
both sides — will place it among the great 
and prosperous countries of tho world. 
The Red River country and Saskatchawan 
Valley, through which tho railroad will 
pass, comprise tho finest farming land on 
this continent. Dakota territory, in this 
country, can alone, perhaps, equal it for 
grass-growing purposes ; and of such land 
there are niilliuus of acres, moderately 
wooded, and having a temperate climate. 
When, in addition to its agricultural .ad- 
vantages, are taken its gold, silver, copper, 
and coal mines, its lumbering and sliip- 
ping interests, its fisheries on both 
oceans, it is evident that, given a popula- 
tion, nothing human can prevent , its be- 
coming a rich and powerful country. This 
road, when completed, will open up sound 
and safe investments for capital, and in- 
stead of English capit,al seeking invest- 
ment in tho United States, it will direct 
itself towards Canada, where tho induce- 
meiits of "twenty years ago of this country 
are tHere awaiting it." 
. .; In the above e.'itract many readers 
will imagine that they discover tiie 
cause of the feverish anxiety manifest- 
ed by eastern liberals to defeat the 
ayridicato project, and the motive of the 
wiJd);bellowings of the Ottawa Free 
Pfeea'and papers of its kidney against 
-Sritish Columbia. There was an "under- 
ciirrent of hojie" in somo Canadian as 
•well as American breasts that tho 
"syndicate scheme would fall through." 
Both undercurrents probably had a 
common fouutainhead — n desire to 
give, the American "transcontineutal 
liiiea rinany (nore years of undisturbed 
possession of the monopoly of the carry- 
ing trade." It is a bard thing to write 
of a groat Canadian party, but upon 
what other hypothesis can the ojiposi- 
tion of the liberals be accounted for, 
when, rather than discharge the obliga- 
tion to build the railway, they declare 
they are prepared to break up the 
nnioni Men who talk in that strain 
are equal to any atrocity. HiL'h treason 
would be quite in their line. The writer 
in Land and Watet; after sketching 
with graphic hand the resources of the 
Northwest and predicting for it a great 
future, proceeds to answer the question 
^'Will it Pay 1" by quoting from an ar- 
ticle in a Calirornia paper: — 

"While it is true that the prospects of 
the Canadian Pacific railway are any- 
thing but rose-coloured, and while it is 
diiDcult to see how that enterpriso can be 
made self-siiijporring, the experience of 
this country in railway building ought to 
warn us against tho danger of lightly rid- 
iculing now undertakings of this char- 
acter in advance. Nothing can bo urged 
against tho feasibility of tho Canadian 
road which was not at one time urged 
against our own Pacific railroad. \Vc 
need not go outside this state tren to find 
abundant evidenco of tho most wide- 
sprefi^ Bcepticisni as to the success of that 
projebtv while at the east it was for along 
time sneered and jeered at as a perfectly 
absurd attempt, and tho most tremendous 
arguments wsro framed to demonstrate 
the impossibility of its over paying. All 
that is now alleged against tho Canadian 
Pacific-^the.inclemency of tho climate, 
tho engineering . diffilcultiea, the want of 
populatioii— has' tbih employed before, 
and every' one of theso objections has 
boon made by oventa to look simply 
ridiculous. It is, therefore, prudent to 
refrain from passing judgment in advance 
upon tho Dominion enterprise. It may 
prove a failure, as predicted. But it must 
be remembered tliat,,aiB..great and numer- 
ous difficulties have been encountered in 
similar undertakings and surmounted tri- 
umphantly. As to the want of popu- 
lation, everyone who has observed tho 
effects -of railroad building in tho 
West ought' to know that settlement is 
caused by railroads. Their construction 
to regions which wouldporhaps have been 
neglected for centuries otherwise, and 
immigration instantly pours into the 
Wivste places and fills them up. It would 
be a Very, great mistake to suppose that 
.there are,no. fertile lands along tho course

That it will bo is 
tho solid opinion of every one familiar 
with both this overland country and 
British Nortlf t^i^mcrica. v ■■The -jEiigHsh 
peoiilo will act foolishly if they .allow the 
stock of this Canadian road to bo con- 
trol.'.od, or even held to any e.xlent, by 
Aiuoricau capitalists. The published re- 
port show.s that tho value cif the exports 
from British Columbia to- , tho Cjiitod 
States, for the quart6r(^ijding ,Tunq 30, to 
be 470,034.02dolS., an increase of nearly 
twenty per cent, over tho con-e.sponding 
period of last year. Tlio quantity of .cjjal 
shipped in tho 1879 quarter '.vas ;!5,587 
tons, whereas during the same period of 
tho present year the shipment (o the 
United States amounted to rilVJilti tons, 
an inci'oaso of over seventy per cent. Tho 
put-up of salmon by the Frasor rivcr can- 
neries will, it is estimated, be about' 00,- 
000 cases of four dozen one-pound cans. 
This is only one-half of the avcr.ago put- 
up some years past. Tho decrease in 
quantity is owing to Uie run having been 
late and unusually high water. The en- 
tire put-up will bo shipped to Liverpool.

To THE EmTOBi-T-The Toronto Mail is 
a good paper in several particulars and 
for a party organ, run as Canadian 
politics are, it may fairly be cl.aimed 
for if that it deals with , public ques- 
tions in atolerably tolerant spirit. Tlio.se 
who have read its comments u[)on the 
action taken at the Victoria meeting 
about a montli ago are not likely, how- 
(Tver, to agree with its opinions, to cre- 
dit it with impartiality, or to consider 
that it showed much knowledge of tho 
subject dealt •with in "th'eifrrcesolutions, 
which it condemned. 

As the organ of th6 Do'minfp^ CJov 
ernrbent it was too much to iiavo tyx- 
peoted it to have referred us, like the 
Portland Ore'jonirui to the declaration 
of indei)endeuee in 177G, or to have 
said like tho Seattle Intdli(jinccr that 
"the only practical relief for our neigh 
bours is to be found in iaii.nexatiou to 
the United Stalos;" still we might fairly 
have looked for something more nearly 
approaching intelligent eritieiani f^lian 
that with which the Toronto J/rfiV has 
favored us. 

Tho treatment British Columbia has 
received from the Dorainidii sinee' "ithe 
date of union in 1871 until now was 
clearly staled in trie resolutions passed 
at tho Victoria meeting, "y'efc the' 'jl/iuV 
instead of disproving any statements 
made therein discreetly and silently al- 
lows them to pass unchalleng(;d. A 
reply is scarcely a reply at all which 
evades the charges brought forward. 

To show how weak the Mail is let 
us glance at the substance of what has 
been advanced by British Columbians 
against the conduct of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

They have said and they have )iro- 
duced the evidence that you, the Do- 
minion agreed-iii.,thB vterniBjjjf union lo 
commence railway construetlon in tho 
Province in 1873,. that you fi.'ced tiie 
terminus at E-squinialt nnd claimed to 
have made a commencement there 
within tho time agreed U|)on, that you 
obtained a reservation of land on Van- 
couver Island 20 miles in breadth and 
extending from Esquiinalt to Seyiiiour 
Narrows for railway, purppsos^ _tlmt 
had you kept tho tcrni.s of umon,"wlTl3 
the tftrniinus fixed at lilsquinmlt and 
tho line defined to Soy moiir Narrows, 
you were compelled to have built ISO 
miles of the railway on Vancotivcr Is- 
land before this .time, that you broke 
the terms of union l(^ ;^l><[|*p<!eddirife 
with construction and .'socorapelled this 
province to appeal to Her Majesty for 
justice, that you agreed to abide by 
the arbitration of Lord Caniarvou and 
ac:cej)ted his award after it was made, 
the first stipulation being the, cons.lrud- 
tiori of tUe railway b^'tw^^eu^squiinaalt 
and Nanaimo, which roduced thelencth 
of railway on Vancouver Jslnnd from 
180 to 70 miles, that you applied for 
and obtained from thi.s jirovince a con- 
veyance of land 20 miles in breadth 
between Esquimalt and Nanaiino, that 
you landed steel rails at . both Esquiraab 
and Nanainio and'-khenitook them awav 
again after.procuringf o^iqrge.p-Ioaa iit 
Loudon on" fch'a " "Imperinl *^^alited 



does tho J/ir.iV make to all this 1 ''The 
question of construction of the ]•! k N. 
railway is not regularly heforo the 
country. After the defeat of the bill 
for'thij construction of tho railway in 
the senate and after tho entranoo of 
Mr. Blake into the cabinet on the cx- 
pr:!ss uuderstandiirg that the railway 
should not be built, the country became 
oflici'dly free from responsibility in re- 
gard to it." 

The reply to this is clear enough. 
TJ^^.^-j^ias'no necessity for. the ;Esqui- 
uinTf'and Nanaimo 'railway matter to 
be taken into the senate at all. Mr. 
Muekenzio knew this nnd admitted it. 
But when it was taken and thrown out 
the obligation o.\isted to reintroduce it 
no.\ t session and session after session if 
necessary, uiitil v-thetuieaSure". pasted. 
Aliv Al^ackenzie claimed that the senate 
was a body hostile to his ndministra. 
tioii. Sir John A. Macdonald cannot 
claim this. tie knows, every bodv 
kiiow.s, that if he is determined to ;u'l 
justly apd carry out Dominion obligii 
t{ons,with hid ijriorfndii's majority in the 
CohinTdn'aiid the Sehiite'hfeliJdn do .so. 
But, says tho MaiJ\ as Mr Blake enter 
ed Mr. Mackenzie's cabinet anil was 
hostile to it the Dominion obligation 
ceased I If this is .sound doctrine then 
the presence of a mombor in I\Ir. 
Walkeni's cabinet opposed to the Do- 
minion tarifT would release British ( Jo 
lumbia from the obligations of paying 
the enornioils!(!iustOni' duties any longi-r. 
If this doctrine receives tho assent of 
tho Dominion Government it will be 
welcome news to this Province and will 
bo promjitly acted on as soon as the 
provincial legislature meets. 

If the original^ terms X^o^nd. tlf rougli 
the Carnarvon terras being dead then 
ne.Kt July British Columbia will have 
a heavy claim for damages for tho non- 
completion of tho Canadian Pacific rail 
way as agroed'ufion. As the Dominion 
treats with contempt Imperial awards 
it would; be as .well to leave whal^coni- 
pensatiori British Cblumbisi v/iU'be en- 
titled to next July to tho president of 
the United States. 

But has the Dominion acted as if tho 
Ciinarvon terms were dead / No, 
for it has taken advantage of them to 
obtain a delay in commencement af con- 
struction of !! years. It has taken ad- 
^r^tagd ;pf thenjj cciinroenjce (|l^|) 
miles inland iii Bnti.sh ColumU'i. f t has 
taken tlie Carnarvon limit for the con. 
])letion of the through line, namely. 
1S90 instead of the original limit of 
ISHl. It has acted on th(! opinion ex. 
pressed last April by Sir Clias. Tu])per 
that the CJarnarvon terms are a "treaty 
made between the government of Cana- 
da and British Columbia nnd the Ini- 
[lerial government" which neither party 
can get released from without ihu con 
sent of the other jiarties to the treaty. 

In strict justice Briti.sli ('olunibia 
has a right not only to tho I'iSquinialt 
and Kauaiuio railway but to comiiensa- 
tion for delay in its construction. Tiio 
latter she has not urged and probably will 
forgot if the Dominion at this lato date 
is |jreparcd to perform a tardy act of 
justice and commence at once the work. 

The J/fdV claims that Bril ish Colum- 
bia should be satisfied becau."se tho dock 
at Esquimalt is now under construe- 
fcioh and railwiiy work is being proceed- 
ed with at Yale,aiid as two new judges 
have been appointed on the mainland 
the railway on the Lsland .should stand 
over until the time when perhaps Mr. 
Blake will get into oilice. The notion 
that meeting certain obligations cancels 
otliovuobliga.tio.ns is quite original with 
the i?/ttit ^ Qer'tainlyi rfdne of the Eas- 
tern provinces hive adopted this view. 
On the contrai'y they liavo not only 
insisted upon what they were entitled 
to but have claimed for and obtained 
more. 

British Columbia has been patient 
for years because she recognized the 
disposition of the present Dominion 
government to push through the Can- 
adian Pacific railway, but now- that a 
.syndicate has undertaken about 500 
miles of nio.st costly railway in excess 
of what the Carnarvon terms reijuired 
this province considers that it is full 
time that the Dominion undertook the 
70 li^le^df^railway between Esquiinalt 
and Naiiaiii'io as agreed upon in 1871 
in the Carnarvoii ifei^riift J'Not only 
the Midi but tlio Dominion govern- 
ment and the Dominion people should 
realizn that it is not Victoria alone nor 
Vancouver Island alone that is of this 
opinion — for ^t is the opinion of tho 
whole ])rovinco as the 'following reso- 
lution of the provincial legislature car- 
ried unanimously on the 7tli of May 
Inst most clearly shows: 

"That whereas this Hou.se freely con- 
cedes to the Dominion government due 
credit for tlic steps lately taken by

Within th'6 lasf'day or two the dis- 
agreeable fact has forced itself upon local 
electricians that the cable between Sidney 
and Henry Islands was struck by light- 
ning during the storm last week 
and the wires fused. No com- 
munication has been had since the 
morningjottlfe Qmi IhunaSr st'onrf.' jThis 
is the fourth time a local cable has been 
destroyed by lightning. Wo have seen 
pieces of cable fifty feet long the inner 
core of which has been consumed leaving 
only the outer wire or shell intact.

" Fabis,13 Rue Jeuliy, 
, , . • "Nov. 1?, 1880. 

7 " ijist week was the specialjtyne for tho 
.visits to the graveyards ; since then there 
has been some unpleasant work in this 
country— in tho provinces as wolliitParis 
— and it is extraordinary th.it ; another 
commune did not break out. The French 
governmomt is jierfcctly crazy. There 
has been trouble in tho air lately ; first 
tho new end of the Tiiileries, .ijtfhich had 
just been completed,-, wiis bVirnt ; how- 
ever, no f,'roat damage was done and work- 
men have almost repaired tho outside da- 
mage. A few days ago part of the Louvre 
JIuseum caught fire. Happily it was ex- 
tii!i,niished beforo the flames had re.iched 
tho treasured curiosities. Not only the 
Jesuits, but also all other religious orders 
have been expelled by iorco. People 
were so enraged about it that it is a mira- 
cle a revolution did not break out. Tho 
superior of each convent was impriaoncd 
as also many outsiders who took their 
part, viz.. Duo do Broglie and many 
princes and noblemen. Police, soldiers 
and gon'darmes surrounded each convent 
about 5 a. ni. and broku open tho dooi-s 
and took the place by brutal force, driv- 
ing those inside out, wounding some and 
killing others — Dominicans, Oapucines, 
Oblatfis, in fact, six or seven societies in 
one day. The public indignation is very 
groat. Tho English [irie.sts woro about to 
moot with the same fato ; but Lord Lyons 
protested against it, and said wero they 
eipoUcd En;4leiid would recall her am- 
bassador and become an enemy of Franco. 
These passiouists have been permitted to 
remain for tho present, Spain has de- 
murred about the expulsion of tho Do- 
minicans—most of whom are Spaniards. 
In fact, the whole affair has caused uni- 
versal displeasure. In the provinces tho 
behaviour of .tho authorities was almost 
inhuman. Two days ago at Lille, where 
the same scenes wore .being ropeatod, the 
mounted police,, apldijbra, otc,i'dMheid into 
the crowa in tho streets with drawft 
swords and it was a frightful aflair — sixty 
people were killed and a great mmiber 
wounded. It was quite a ma.ssacre. All 
Protestants are denouncing it. News- 
papers say that Franco, having neither 
aod nor king, nuist coino to a downfall.
